On Section 2 of the bill, which provides for 
cases of double residence in Great Britain

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BISHOP'S ATTACK

WHY ATTENDANCE

“ EXPOSED TO SHIPWRECK

The Most Rev. Dr. J. Dignan, D.D., 
Bishop of Clonfert, delivered an address 
on ‘‘Catholics and Trinity College” in 
the afternoon at a general meeting of the 
Maynooth Union in the MacMahon Hall, 
Maynooth, yesterday. 

Archbishop Byrne presided. He said 
that this was the largest gathering of the 
Union they had had. Last year they had 
had no formal meeting owing to the 
Eucharistic Congress. It was the desire 
of the Council that he should express the 
hearty congratulations of the Union to 
the Most Rev. Dr. Kinane on his eleva- 
tion to the Episcopate, which they all 
hoped would be long, happy and fruitful. 

An increase of membership was reported 
to the meeting, and also that the finances 
of the Union were in a very satisfactory 
condition. 

The Bishop of Clonfert, in the course 
of his paper, said that no Catholic may 
deny the right of the Church to teach. 
Some of the principles that underlie the 
Catholic system are: Religion is the onlv 
foundation of education; to divorce 
religion from education is fatal, and 
sound moral instruction - is impossible 
apart from religious education. © All 
branches of learning should be so taught 
that they do not undermine religion and 
sound morals. P_ofecsors of literature, 
history, economics, philosophy, biology 
who teach theories that undermine 
religion do not pursue truth and true 
science. ‘she Church desires that in 
universities all the sciences should be 
cultivated and that all branches of 
learning expand, but she insists that in- 
tellectual training is only part of the 
development of the man, and that, if it 
injures the moral and religious develop- 
ment of young people, it is not a blessing, 
but a curse, to them and to society at 
arge.

HISTORY OF TRINITY 
COLLEGE, 


“From what I have said it should be 
quite clear we have not in Iceland a 
Catholic University. The National Uni- 
versity is, indeed, officially declared by 
the bishops to be ‘sufficiently safe for 
Catholics in regard to faith and morals,’ 
but it falls far short of what a Catholic 
University ought to be. So_is it too much 
to hope that steps will be taken—and the 
sooner a beginning is made the better— 
to make it Catholic and more befitting 
the overwhelming Catholic nation it 
serves ? 

““As regards Trinity College, Dublin, 
it, as we shall “see; is: almost the very 
antithesis of a Catholic University: it 
does not provide even the minimum re- 
quirements of an education acceptable to 
Catholics. 

“The purpose of this paper is to discuss 
the moral obligations of Catholics in 
regard to Trinity College—that is, the 
moral obligation of those who recognise 
the authority of the Catholic Church. I 
shall confine myself to stating the law 
| of the Universal Catholic: Church as it 
has been applied in this by the Holy See 
and by the Irish bishops. 

“Trinity College was established by 
Queen Elizabeth in 1591 for ‘ the edu- 
cation, training and instruction of youths 
and students . . . In the cultivation 
of virtue and religion.’ . We need not delay 
to inquire into the Virgin Queen's concep- 
tions of ‘ virtue and religion.’ Trinity. was-— 
and is—a foreign institution set up In our 
midst in the interests of a small English 
colony, and of the Irishman who was. pre- 
pared to abjure his faith and fatherland, and 


us by force or fraud.’ 

“ For 300 years Trinity was avowedly anti- 
Catholic and anti-Irish. It was not estab- 
lished as a national college: it never became 
national; its spiritual home is in England, 
and in its long history not even once did it 
exercise its influence on behalf of the Irish 
nation. Its revenues are vast, and are 
largely drawn from lands, the confiscated and 
‘attainted” lands of Irish Catholics and 
Irish rebels: it possessed 197,576 acres in 
seventeen different counties! 

“For 150 years it had a-monopoly of 
higher education in Ireland, and all these 
years it was exclusively Protestant. No 
Catholic could enter his name on its roll, 
except he had abjured his faith. In 1795 
Grattan’s Parliament, forced it to open its 
outer gates to Catholic students, and in 1875 
the British Parliament compelled it, much 
against its will, to open its inner doors not 
only to Catholics, but to all others, whether 
Jew or Gentile. by this Act of 1873, all 
‘tests’ were removed, and Trinity, which, 
for 2&0 years, was aggressively, blatantly 
Protestant, became legally and in theory a 
secular—thut is, a non-religious, a non- 
denominational—institution. This change 
was forced on it by the British Parliament : 
it indicated no change of heart in the imstitn- 
tion, 

‘Has Trinity, in consequence of this Act, 
really changed? Has it become less Pro- 
testant in character and tone? Less anti. 


Catholic? Let us see. 
FOUNDERS’ SPIRIT. 
“Tt is true, indeed, that every post of 


authority and honour and emolument—apart 
from its Divinity School—is now open to 
Catholics. In actual fact, a number ci 
offices, emoluments, and prizés are closed to 
Catholics; for nomination to these is given to 
committees or bodies which are exclusively 
Protestant--e.g., Erasmus Smith Board. 
“ To-day the odour of its founders.is still 
obvious, and their spirit pervades its halls 
Its atmosphere, its 
traditions, its genius Joci, are as host fe 
to the Catholic Faith as ever, The 
gates and the doors may be open, but 
its heart beats as true to the intentions .of 
ms founders as it did when the Papist stood 
without its walls. Every act of hers in her 
recent as in her past history proves that 
she is Protestant and anti-Catholic, and 
we have yet to learn of even a single act 
te show that her heart or her spint has 
changed.

DUNGANNON COUNCIL’S 
APPLICATION, 


The result of the inquiry held by the 
Northern Ministry of Home Affairs in Feb- 
ruary last into an application by the Joint 
Committee set up by Dungannon Urban and 
Rural Council for the provision of a new 
district hospital at an estimated cost of 
£30,000, and capable of accommodating 150 
patients, has been forwarded by the Ministry 
of Home Affairs. 

The Ministry, while of opinion that the 
necessity for improved hospital accommoda- 
tion in a new building has been proved, sug- 
gests that the Joint Committee should go 
into the whole matter again and arrive at a 
decision as to the kind of hospital which 
they proposed to build, and the kind 
of treatment to be provided, and obtain as 
exact an estimate as possible of the cost of 
erecting and equipping the hospital and th- 
rate likely to be required to meet both the 
capital expenditure and the cost of running 
the hospital. 

The Ministry added that it became neces- 
sary for the Council to take steps to find 
another suitable site if possible, as during 
the course of the inquiry the owner intimated 
that he was not willing to sell. No doubt, 
the land might be acquired compulsorily, but 
the Ministry would be reluctant to ask Par- 
liament to grant compulsory power unless it 
could be shown conclusively that no equally 
suitable site could be got by agreement, 
especially as the suggested site was not in 
some — a particularly good one,
